Information has been received from Che Marin Council in California related to 
the above named individual* This individual was released from a situation in 
a school in California, the Wade Thomas School, because of a complaint 
received related to sexual improprieties* 

Mr. Thomas also was told to leave the area, by the family he was living with, 
when some of this information was made known. The family he was residing with 
had a young son and were concerned about this situation* Mr* Thomas called 
the council while at the airport, on his way to leaving town, indicating that 
he had to leave town or face the possibility of getting shot* 

A. call was also made to the school indicating much the same statement* Greg 
Thomas admitted that a massage got out of hand, and this apparently led to the 
sexual problem. 

Our understanding is that he has been in counseling in Florida and in 
California also. A counselor apparently told the school that it would be 
unwise for Greg Thomas to be working with youth- His work at the school 
consisted of lunch hour duty, as well as four hours in an after school program 
on the school campus* 

We have notified the school in California of the name of the school in 
Florida, where he is now working. The principal of the Wade Thomas school has 
indicated that she would call the superintendent of schools in Deland, Florida 
with information which she had, because of her concern with Greg Thomas' youth 
work* 



Greg Thomas has appealed our letter of suspension from the Central Florida 
Council. This letter of suspension came after our conversation with Ron 
Carroll related to the information from the California council. 

We feel that this is the information as we now have it in our files* A letter 
is coming from the Marin council which was written by Greg Thomas to an 
employee of the council. This letter states that the massage got out of hand* 

A review will be held in Florida to review the situation, related to the 
appeal of the registration of Greg Thomas* 

A copy of the letter from Greg Thomas is being sent directly to the Central 
Florida Council by the Marin Council. I am also sending on May 11, a copy of 
the material which we received from the Marin Council to Ron Carroll of the 
Central Florida Council.

I received a registered letter about two weeks ago informing 
me that my membership in the Boy Scouts of America had been 
suspended- I figured that the letter was due to the fact I was 
not currently registered with a specific unit and gave it no 
further thought. 

Shortly after I received the letter, I contacted Ernie 
Dinkel about forming an In-School Cub Scout Pack with the Alpha 
program where I work as a counselor. He informed me that the 
procedure of the registered letter was for those who are unsuited 
to be a member in BSA because, of moral unfitness such as child 
abuse or chemical dependency. The following week Mr. Dinkel and 
the Program Director of the Council came out to the Alpha center 
in Deland to gather the adult applications and talk to our very 
eager students. Both men informed me to correspond with you as 
soon as possible to formally ask the Board of Review to 
reconsider my membership with BSA. 

I am currently working for a HRS organization under the 
direction of The House Next Door and the Volusia County School 
System with full background and security clearance. I have also 
been a substitute teacher with Volusia County schools for almost 
two academic years, again AFTER going through and passing a 
background check. I have been marginally active in the Halifax 
District for two years serving the former Troop ft 474 and as 
a merit badge counselor for Troop $ 447, again with no problems. 
I have also served in the summer camping program at YMCA Camp 
Winona . 

I am at a loss for explanation! Please assist me in this 
matter as I understand that some computer has "spit my name out." 
I would be more than happy to meet with you, the Committee, 
and/or the Council Executive in order to re-instate my 
membership .
